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ABSTRACT 

As part of a comprehensive ehvi rohmehtal scan 
prepared by Prince George ' s Community College (PISCC) in Maryland, 
this report focuses bh trends in PGCC ' s market share, student 
recruitment and retehtibh, and ehrbllmejoits. The first section offers 
a market chare analysis, examining the full-time, part-time, and new 
full-time undergraduate market shares bf selected schools fx-bm fall 
1982 to 1985; and highlight iifig hew f ull-t ime_ Black undergraduate 
market shares. After analyzing sburces bf fall 1985 students, the 
report uses the cbiiipbnent yield_methbd tb prbject fall headcbunt and 
credit hour for fall 1986 ahd_1987. The next sectibh bffers findings 
from a statewide community college study bf student retention in fall 
1980\ 1981, and 1982^ contrasting retehtibh at PGCC_with_ state hbrihs 
and analyzing minority student retention patterns. Finally, data 
displays are presented , covering: (1) market shares in terms bf 
community college share of state enrollment , trends in full- and 
part-time market shares^ full and part-time eh r oilmen t bf cpuhty 
residents, enrollment of new full-time freshmeh^ and fir|;t-time, 
full-time enrollment of black studehts; (2) sburces bf students, 
analyzed in terms of residence and Ibad^ actual and prbgected. _ 
enrollment of county high school graduates ^ ahdcbmpbheht yield 
method forecasts for 1986-87; and (3) findings from the statiwide 
student retention study including data on 1980, 1981^ and 1982 
cohorts.

As can be seen, while PGCC's share was decreasing, campuses of 
the University of Maryland plus Tovson Statj were increasing 
their share of Prince George's County residents attending college 
full-time^ Overall, the number of county residents enrolled 
full-time decreiised by a thousand over the 1982-85 period; thus, 
the community college was enrolling a decreasing percentage of a 



shrinking population* Statewide, the commanity college share of 
total undergraduate full-time enrollment declined from 36 percent 
during 1981-3 to 27 percent in 1984 and 25 percent in 1985 i 
Almost all counttes_ in Maryland experienced a decline in the 
proportion of their resident' r enrolling f^li^'time at the local 

coim&untty college. ?^^?ses of the University of Maryland 

increased their statewide share of foii*-timer8 from 32 to 36 
percent over the 1982-85 periods • 



The co^onity college has dominated the part-time student 

market in recent years, with six out of every ten county 

residents attending college as part-time undergraduates enrolled 
at PGCd» However^ the community college share has declined the 
last two years:

The Uiiversity College campus of the University of Maryland 
increased its share of the part-time market in 1985, as did 
College Park and Bowie State. Statewide^ community .colleges' 
share of part-time ehrbllmeht dropped frbma high of 70 percent 
in 1983 to 68 percent in fall 1985. Not all community colleges 
lost part-time market share; Anne Arundel^ Essex, and 
Chesapeake 9 for example^ all maintained part-time market share 
during the 1982*85 period. 

Overall market share data ^ discussed above, ihcliide all 
levels of undergraduates^ freshmen through seniors. To better 
assess how the cbnmuhity college has d6he_ competitively in 
student recruitment ^ the recent trend in enrollment of first-time 
freshmen was examined. PGCC's share of hew full-timers has 
dropped six and a half percentage points in three years:

Wliiie the community college has been enrolling fewer hew full- 
time students, the University of Maryland's campuses at College 
Park and the Eastern Shore have gained^ as have Bowie State and 
tbwsbh State. Across the state ^ community colleges have seen 
their share bf new fuii-time freshmen decline frbm 43 percent in 
1982 tb 38 percent in i985c Bbth the University of Maryland 
system and private cbiieges increased their share bf hew full- 
timers during the 1982-85 peribd. 



the cb^uhity cbllege has historically enrolled mbre black 
residents bf the county than any bther institution. Over half of 
the biack residents starting cbllege for the first time as full- 
time undergraduates in 1984 enrolled at PGCC. The cbmmuhicy 
cbiiegfe's market share bf these hew black students declined 
sharply in 1985, hbwever. Althbugh the tbtal number bf black 
cbuhty residents entering state colleges or uhiversit .esas full- 
time freshmen increased by 38 betweehf all_1984 ahdfall 1985^ 
the number enrolling at PGCC decreased from 528 to 439, a drop bf 
89 students or 17 .percent. The University of Maryland-Eastern 
Shore mbre__thah doubled its market shares the University of 
Maryland-College Park and Bowie State College also had strong 
gains in hew full-time black students:

Cbmpetitibn for recruitmant of Prince George's County residents ^ 
especially black residents , appears to be increasing. While most 
institutions are intensifying overall recruitment efforts in the 
face of declining high school graduating clanses^ desgregatibn 
goals suggest that minority students will be particularly sought 
after by the traditionaiiy^white four-year state colleges and 

universities. However, the traditionally-black colleges will 

also be aggressively recruiting students, as their smaller 
enroiiment levels can ill afford substantial reductions in 
enroiiment^ Jurisdictions with large minority populations, such 

as Prince George's, will thus likely be subject to 

disproportionateiy high levels of college recruitment efforts. 
While beneficial to county residents, who will have more choices 
PF^?-D^?^_ ^^^bem then ever, this may mean fewer entbllees at the 
community college; (One indicator of the stepped-up recruitment 
?s ?he multitude of printed promotional material being 
mailed to county high school students. The son of an OIRA 
research assistant has received recruitment brochures in the mail 
from over 125 different colleges and universities. These have 
ranged from postcards to elaborate, full-color multi-piece 
packages; Several colleges have sent more than one mailing.)

This framewbrk 
of prqjectibhs from pbpulatibxi cbibpbhehts permits a rahge bf 
forecasts by varying the assumed yield rates based bh khbwledge 
of changes in the ehvirbhmeht br administrative judgmeht. The 
framework requires specif icatibh of the fbllbwihg yield rates: 

1. Retentibh rate frbm prior spring. 

2. Ehrbllmeht rates bf hew graduates bf cbuhty public ahd 
private highschbbls. 

3. Percentage of cbuhty high schbbl studehts ehrbllihg 
cbhcurrehtly at PGCC. 

4. New ehrbllmeht of cbuhty residehts oyer age 20. 

5* New ehrbllmeht bf residehts of heighbbrihg Jurisdictibhs. 
6* New ehrbllmeht of foreign studehts.

^^^^'^P^^^^ unchanging retention and enrollment rates 
yielded degree-credit headcouxit projections of 12,275 for fall 
1986 and 11,701 for fail 1987* The number of continuing 
students, new students, and readmits are all expected to decline 

each ysar^ with transfers from other colleges remaining

A first step In this process is to examine current retention 
patterns • Data systems of the State Board for Higher Education 
enabled statewide researchers to review retention of students 
entering Maryland cbmunity colleges in the fall terms of 1980, 

1981^ and 1982i Because many people^ co^unity colleges 

for reasons other than degree attainment^ reliance on graduation 
rates alone nay mislead i Nevertheless^ degree achievement is a 
major accountability measure demanded by several college publics. 
Because the transfer function is an important part of the 
community college mission^ those students who have transferred to 
4-year colleges and universities, whether the^ graduated from the 
community college or not^ can be considered community college 
successes. The research design for the SBKE study examined the 
status cf entering cohorts of full-time students three years 
after their Initial enrollment. For example^ all the students 
ehrolllhg In college for the first time In fall 1980 who were 
full-time students constituted the 1980 cohort whose status was 
checked in fall 1983. The study was limited to students who 
started as full-timers due to the relatively short three year 
time span of the study^ and to exclude many of the part*-timers 
who come to the community college for one or two specific courses 
with ho ihtehtlbh of pursuing a degree* Student status after 
three years was classified as transferred to a four-year 
college or university^ (2) graduated from the coimunlty college 
but hot enrolled at a four-year school, (3) still enrolled at a 

community college^ and (4) "dropped," nongraduates neither 

enrolled at a senior Ins tl tut ion nor a co^unlty colleger the 
transfer total Ihcluded both students who had graduated from the 
cbmmuhity college and those who transferred prior to program 

completion. The analysis was run for three entering cohorts, 

from fall 1980 through 1982, and separately for white and black 
students • 

Counting students who had transferred, graduated^ or were 
still enrolled as "successes ^" PGGC^s entering cohorts 
registered success rates of between 41 and 44 percent. these 
rates were better than the statewide average for the 1980 and 
1982 cohorts^ and slightly below che statewide average for the 
1981 cohorts in general, student success at P6CC was comparable 
to statewide averages. P6CC students were more likely to have 
transferred^ or still be enrolled at a community college, than 
other students statewide • the percentage of P6CC students who 
had graduated but not transferred was below state averages for 
all three cohorts:

Thus, as measured this research design, prospects of entering 
students at Prince George's appear similar to those of cihtrahts 
at other Maryland cbnimuhlty colleges, with a somewhat higher 
likelihood of eventual transfer to a state four-year college or 
university. 



Mlhbrlty Student Retention 



Growing cbiicerh with mlhbrlty student perfbrmahce prompted 
ah analysis of these cbhbrts by race. Ah earlier Ihstltutlohal 
Research repbrt (EA86-7) examined course pass rates in fall 1985 
by race, ainbng bther dembgraphlc variables available bh the 
student recbfd file. It fbuhd white students achieving ah 
average pass rate (number of successful cbarse cbmpletlbhs 
divided by initial cburse ehrbllmeht^ bf 76 percent i cbmpared to 
66 percent fbr black students. Black males under 21 years bf age 
attending cbllege fbr the first time registered the pbbrest 
perfbrmahce^ with ah average pass rate bf 54*5 percent* 
Lohgitudlhal studies conducted In cbnjuhctlbh with state surveys 
bf fall entrants have fbuhd black student degree gbal achievement 
to be sighificahtly belbw that bf white students* The current 
study found similar results^ with white students as a group 
substahtially sore successful than black students* As can be 
seen in the fbllbwihg table j white students were mbre likely to 
have transferred ahd/br graduated than black students* These 
differences in student persistence held true fbr both PGCC and 
the state, fbr all three cbhbrts:

Over 70 percent of the black studehts^^ both at PGCC and 
statewide^ had _ dropped out of the Harylahd system _ of 
post secondary, education without graduating three years after 
community college entry. _In contrast ^ about half of the white 
students had dropped. The lower group performance of black 
student a is a challenge that will have an increasing impact, oh 
PGCC. _ enrollment levels should the black share of college 
enrollment increase. Cbhtihuihg students account for a ma;jbrity 
of students in most semesters ;__ student careers of shorter 
average duration imply lower enrollment levels ^ assuming constant 
inflow of new students. 



The college has received ah award of $32^600 from SBHE to 
establish a_ mehtbr^student program fbr_ ybiihg black males 
entering cbllege as full-time students. It is hbpedthat this 
minbrity_ retention prbgrami targeted at this high risk grbup^ 
villi .along with bthereffbrts^ imprbve student perfbrmahce and 
contribute tbward stabilizing enrollment levels.
